Applicant's election without traverse dated May 5, 2009 is acknowledged. Claims 
8-15, 17-23, 25 and 27 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1 .142(b), as being drawn to non-elected groups, there being no allowable or linking 
claims. Claims 1-7 are present for examination. 

Priority 

Priority for this application is acknowledged for benefit of U.S. Provisional 
Application No. 60/555926, filed on March 24, 2004.

The information disclosure statement filed 9/25/2006 and 7/5/2007 for which a 
copy of the patent publication has been submitted in this application has been 
considered.

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

Cancel claims 8-23, 25 and 27. 

On page 14, line 18, of the specification amend the recitation "58 L1 R" to "52 L1 R". 



Conclusion: Claims 1-7 are allowed. 
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The closest prior art identified is by Jansen et al (US PAT 7276243) filed on 
March 23, 2003. Jansen et al teach a nucleic acid that encodes a codon optimized 
HPV-31 L1 polypeptide that shows 83% best local similarity to the polynucleotide that 
encodes the polypeptide of SEQ ID NO: 2 in the instant invention (see alignment in 
SCORE). Jansen et al do not, however, disclose the nucleic acid of codon modified 
HPV-52 L1 of SEQ ID NO: 1 , and there is no teaching of expression of SEQ ID NO: 1 in 
yeast cell in general, or Saccharomyces cerevisiae in particular. To form this 
determination the Office has relied on the holdings of: In re Deuel, 51 F.3d 1552, 1558- 
59, 34 USPQ2d 1210, 1215" (Fed. Cir. 1995); and In re Bell, 991 F.2d 781, 26 USPQ2d 
1529 (Fed. Cir.1993).
